had so long prevailed. Air Colin Cast ■-- 
atti.t, was about to retire from the govern- 
ment of Ceylon. An extraordinary sys- 
tem of robbery had been detected in the 
Island of Bombay ; a regular dub or con- 
federacy, em bracing many persons of wealth 
and tnppoied reapeetabdity were included 
in it. In oon sequence of information 
given by one of the parties, upwards of 
two hundred peraona bad been arretted, 
and the hooks and doenmenta of the 
society seised ; but as the examinations 
were conducted privately, the particulars 
had not transpired. Mr. G, Thompson, 
the celebrated Radical orator, had been 
appointed Vakeel, or Agent, in England, 
for the Kino or Delhi, with a salary of 
one thousand rupees a moults. Lord 
£li,x» notion »h had returned to Cal- 
cutta, and appointed Mr. Bixd, Governor 
at Bengal. This ia the Aral lime that a 
Governor-General, when residing in the 
Presidency, has appointed a Governor! 
but aa the population ia forty millions, 
the necessity of the appointment is ap- 
parent, 

18LE OF FRANCE. 
Oejit file of the Cert/en, to the Uth No- 
vember, does not contain much informa- 
tion of importance. The total number of 
Indians who had arrived in the lale of 
France from Janntry 1st, to September 
23rd, wax nineteen thousand six hundred 
and eighty -one ; in consequence of the 
rapidity with which tbey were arriving, the 
premium upon the introduction of men 
waa reduced from the 31 at December from 
jG7 to £4 each, the premium on women 
rem dining aa before, j£7. This great in- 
flux of labourers has had the moat bene- 
ficial effect upon the community, the dis- 
tress whioh mi ao prevalent in tba be- 
ginning of the year appears to have been 
got ridof, Mr. FutiCi* ftttxaiDAH, the 
Colonial Treasurer, died suddenly on the 
1 1 th September.
